Latonia. Ky.. November 13. — The long-deferred 
season of autumn racing opened at Latonia this 
afternoon under t lie most pleasing auspices. The 
attendance was large and enthusiastic and fully up 
to the standard of former openings. Weather and 
track conditions could not have been improved upon, 
while the speculation was of immense volume. 

S. Miller Henderson's four-year-old Ogden colt, 
Beaverkill. furnished a distinct surprise in the Au- 
tumn Inaugural Handicap, the opening day’s out- 
standing feature, when lie easily lieat Handier and 
oilier crack handicap horses. Handier, carrying 119 
IsMinda, was a strong favorite, hut he could not 
overcome tin- winner’s fine hurst of siieed in the 
stretch and was lieaten several lengths for first 
money, which amounted to $3.-10 net. A. K. Ma- 
< ember’s Fruit fake was a distant third, while 
Precious raced into fourth place, thereby saving her 
owner’s stake. Beaverkill was given a good ride by 
little Jimmy Gruber. wlio took his mount hack and 
saved him in the early running, hut moved up with 
him it! the last quarter and, taking tire lead in the 
final eighth, won going away. Handier was in close 
quarters on the backstrctch and this probably ill 
part brought about his defeat. Kribed Voter was 
shuffled back on the first turn and thrown out of 
contention. The winner covered the one mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:44%. 

favorites did not fare well on the day. War 
Memorii s. heavily backed choice in the opener, 
failed to get any traction of the purse, and in the 
second Korld.v was never in the hunt, this race 
going to tiie rejuvenated Bringliurst.

RACE FOR MILITARY RIDERS AT BOWIE 

Col. Barry. Division Adjutant at Camp Meade. Re- 
quests That Such a Race Be Arranged. 

Baltimore. Md., November 13. — General Manager 
James F. O’Hara, of Prince George’s Park, is in 
communication with Lieut. -Col. Barry, division ad- 
jutant at Camp Meade, and Col. Humber on the 
proposition made by Col. Barry to have a rare for 
military riders at Bowie some time between this 
and tiie end of the month. 

Col. Barry, himself a cavalry officer, is anxious 
for the opiiortunity of riding in such a race and he 
says that there are a number of former cavalry 
officers at Camp Meade and elsewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of tin- national capital that would like to 
participate in one. The term “former” cavalry 
officers is correct because most of the officers of 
that branch of the American military service have, 
perforce , been transferred to the infantry and ar- 
tillery arms. 

-Col. Barry in requesting that 
a race for officer riders lie put on at Bowie is to 
stimulate general interest in horse production. • He 
figures that every such race will tend to impress

Tribe Will Succeed Dade as Starter— Campbell to 
Be Secretary and Clerk of the Scales. 

New Orleans. I -a.. November 13. — Personnel of 
tin* corps of officials who will handle the racing 
at Jefferson Park the coming winter shows several 
changes from last year. Witli tiie exception of Pre- 
siding Judge Joseph A. Murphy and Associate Judge 
Carter C. Hall, all other positions will see new 
men this year. 

Chief of the changes is in the appointment of 
Edward Tribe as starter to succeed A. B. Hade, 
whose duties at Latonia might keep him occupied 
until the Jefferson meeting H under way. Mr. 
Dade in all likelihood will officiate at the barrier 
at the Fair Grounds, as by that time lie will have 
tieen released from liis duties in Kentucky. 

Edward Trilie became well known as a starter 
through the western states during the past few 
years and officiated at Bowie last spring. Tribe 
will start the Bowie meeting at the machine, and 
probably will see Bowie through, in which event 
George T. Miller will raise the tape until Trilie 
arrives. 

Another change will lie the incorporation of the 
racing secretary and clerk of the scales position. 
J. B. Campbell, a New Orleans man. will manage 
both offices at Jefferson. Joseph McLennan was 
racing secretary last year. Mr. Campbell needs no 
introduction to followers of racing. 

Herman Conkling will serve as the other associate 
judge with Judge Murphy and Carter C. llall.

breeding horses of the right sort, thoroughbreds and 
half-breeds, for tiie army is always uppermost in 
the minds of thoughtful and progressive soldiers. 

Tiie distance of this military race is to be a mile 
or a mile and an eighth aud it will he for horses of 
three years old aud over. These horses need not 
necessarily be stallions. It is not the idea of Col. 
Harry and Col. Humber to have them purchased by 
the government after the finish for stud service. 
Col. Barry believes the steeplechase horses, of 
which there will be a large number hereabouts 
without employment after the finish of the Pimlico 
meeting, are the sort that should fill such a race. 

Col. Barry says the size of the field in this race 
will lie limited by the numlier of horses that can 
lie secured for it. not by the number of available 
riders. He engages to supply from the encampment 
a f Camp Meade and from other posts twelve riders 
if twelve starters can be obtained, fifteen if there 
are fifteen horses available aud twenty if there are 

twenty. 



Riders May Be Placed Under Direct Control of 
Officials Appointed by Jockey Club. 

New York. November 13. — Jockeys who receive 
licenses to ride on the New York tracks next year 
may nut la- permitted to employ agents or managers 
to look after their affairs. The governors of racing 
have been carefully investigating the methods em- 
ployed by the jockeys’ personal representatives 
and tiie need for reform in that direction seems to 
be imperative. It will not he surprising, therefore, 
to learn that the riders in future will be tinder 
tiie direct control of several trustworthy officials 
appointed hi’ the stewards of the Jockey Club, and 
that outside agents or managers will be pronounced 
nonessential. 

"If tiie jockeys’ engagements are made by recog- 
nized officials in th«’ employ of the racing asso- 
ciation yiin’ll see a big improvement next year.” said 
a prominent horseman. “It also might be a wise 
move to krep the names of tiie riders secret 
until fifteen minutes before each race. Then col- 
lusion Is- tween agents and speculators would be 
impossible. Of course owners who had first call 
on tli«‘ services of certain jockeys would not be 
affected when competing for stakes, lint it might lie 
possible to change present conditions regarding the 
engagements of riders for overnight races.” 

It also has been suggested that a rule strictly 
prohibiting the placing of wagers for jockeys by 
their employers should be adopted before 1919. 
It was common talk recently that outsiders were 
making bets for several riders. In fact, certain 
operators received sharp warnings from the Empire 
City stewards at the last meeting. This evil was 
growiug steadily when the stewards called a halt. 



WINKFIELD’S PRIDE DIES IN FRANCE 

News cornea from France of the death of Wink- 
field’s Pride, whose knocking out to 200 to 1 at 
the end of the week before he galloped dome for 
the Cambridgeshire of lS9ti. an easy winner from 
Sir Blundell Maple’s Yorker, Mr. Fulton's Laodamia, 
Mr. Calvert’s Chit Chat and a big bund of good 
horses, created u big sensation at the time. He 
quickly came buck in the betting and started 
favorite at 5 to 1 against. In the spring of the 
same year his owner, Mr. J. C. Sullivan, had offered 
to sell hint for. I believe. 1.300 sovereigns. He also 
won tiie Old Cambridgeshire, and the next year 
carried off the Lincolnshire Handicap under 121 
pounds. In the Cambridgeshire the previous year 
he only had 9-i pounds to carry. Subsequently lie 
won the Doncaster Cup and tiie Prix du Conseil 
Municipal in Paris. In all. lie won over $43,000 in 
stakes, and was subsequently Imught by M. Edmond 
Blanc, aud stood at the Jardy Stud, together with 
Flying Fox and the French -bred Ascot Stakes win- 
ner. Masque. Winkfleld’s Pride was by Wiukfield 
—Alimony, by Isonomy — Alibech (dam of such good 
horses as Soliman. Son o’ Mine and Oshech). He 
sired many good winners in France, inclusive of 
two that won the Grand l’rix du Paris in Quo 
Vadis and Fiuasseur, of which the latter also won 
the French Derby. In later years Winkfield’s Pride 
changed hands, becoming the property in turn of the 
Count G. de Gunny and M. V. l>u ret, and begot 
further good winners. In dealing with Winkfield’s 
Pride’s racing career I omitted to mention that liis 
owner had visions of winning the Ascot Gold Cup 
with him as a four-year-old, and in an ordinary 
year they might have lieen crowned with success. 
However, there was a greater than he in tiie field 
in 1897. and Persimmon simply left him standing 
still, winning by eight lengths. Mr. Sullivan, how- 
ever. found consolation for the defeat of his 
favorite in the fact that lie lieat the previous sea- 
son’s winner. Love Wisely, and that year’s Oaks 
heroine. Lituasul. in their places behind the then 
Prince of Wal *s’ splendid son of St. Simon — Pcr- 
dita II.— “Vigilant” i:t London Sportsman.
